Birthday Observed 


KING GEORGE OF ENGLAND 


Ruler of Great Britain and Irela nd and Emperor of India, Who Pas- 


ses the Half Century Mark in Life's Pathway Today. 


H. R. H. George V, "by the grace 


of God of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland and of the 
British Dominions Beyond the Sea*, 
King, Defender of the Faith, Emperor 
of India," will pass the half-century 
mark today, and his birthday will be 
celebrated 
throughout that mighty 


empire over which the Union Jack 
Haunts its folds and the sun never 
sets. The British monarch was born 
June 3, 1865, and he has now occu- 
pied the throne a little more than five 
years. His reign will go down in his- 
tory as the most momentous in Brit- 
ish history, because of the great war 
now raging, but in this conflict the 
king, unlike the kaiser, his cousin, 
has played but a minor role. 


Although he received a 
thorough 


nava 1 training, King George has 
never made any pretense of superior 
knowledge of the art of warfare, and 
those charged with the protection of 
Great Britain have sat had to deal 
with royal interference. 


King George's blood is largely Ger- 


man. The House of Hanover, in the 
person of George I., elector of Han- 
over, gained the English throne two 
centuries ago. The crown passed to 
the German house in the absence of 
heirs to Queen Anne, ,the last of' the 
Stuart dynasty.

Ruler of Great Britain and Irela nd and Emperor of India, Who Pas- 


ses the Half Century Mark in Life's Pathway Today. 


H. R. H. George V, "by the grace 


of God of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland and of the 
British Dominions Beyond the Sea*, 
King, Defender of the Faith, Emperor 
of India," will pass the half-century 
mark today, and his birthday will be 
celebrated 
throughout that mighty 


empire over which the Union Jack 
Haunts its folds and the sun never 
sets. The British monarch was born 
June 3, 1865, and he has now occu- 
pied the throne a little more than five 
years.
